IDAHO FALLS - An apparent 
false alarm resulted in the 
evacuation of thp Idaho 
Chemical Processing Plant qt the 
Idaho National,. Engineering

A radiation alarm inqpent 
reactor fuel storage building 
. went off-about 10 a.m. and the 
plants 1,350 employees were 
evacuated according to standard 
safety procedures. . 

OfTicials were “pretty certain" 
the alarm was caused by an

Study: Herpes medicine may be 
effective chicken pox treatment 


BOSTON (AP) - A widely avail- 
able herpes medicine is the first 
treatment that can shorten the misery 
' of chicken pox, a viral'rite of pas- 
sage sufTer^ by about 4 .million' 
U.S. children annually, according to 
a study. 

Virntally everyone gets chicken 
pox before adulthood, and until now, 
there has been (to . effective treat- 
ment. 

In the latest research, doctors 
showed that the prescription drug 
acyclovir can reduce the number of 
chicken pox sores, relieve itching 
and generally get youngsters feeling 
back to normal more quickly. The 
treatment caused no side effects, the 
researchers said. 

... . .-While-othcr-medicines are some- 
times-giv'en to relieve the symptoms 


of chicken pox, acyclovir is the first 
to actually make the disease go 
away more quickly. 

The biggest drawbacks to treat- 
ment are probably time and money. 
The medicine is worthless unless 
given to youngsters within 24 hours 
of breaking out with chicken pox. 
Treatment costs S32, and the total 
expense at least doubles if parents 
must also pay for a doctor’s visit to 
get the prescription. 

The study was directed at St. 
Louis University by Dr. Lisa M. 
Dunkle, now a researcher at Bristol- 
Myers Squibb, a drug company. It 
was published in Thursday's New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

- - The study-was conducted on 815 
young chicken pox^sufTerers who ei-. 


ther took acyclovir or placebos. 
Among the findings: 

• The acyclovir patients uniform* 

ly got better within three or four 
days. While many of the untre'-'.td 
youngsters also recovered this fajt, 
about 20 percent were still sick afler 
six days. * - 

• The benefits of the treatment 
were apparent within a day as the 
children's fevers cased more quick- 
ly- 

• The acyclovir children got no 
new. red spots afler their third day, 
while untreated youngsters some- 
times continued to get new spots for 
several days.

JEROME — If weather and conditions 
cooperate, the Idaho Fish and Game 
Dcpartmcrii will be trying to establish 
another Californra Bighorn Sheep 
population in the South Hills in the next 
1 0 days to two weeks. 

Biologist Randy Smith said the 
department hopes to capture 12 to 15 
sheep in Owyhee County for 
translocation on Dry Creek, south of 
' Murtaugh. 

The department's first effort to put 
bi^orits Mck on historic range occurred 
severer years ago with all the animals 
being released in Big Cottonwood 
• Canyon. 

The success of that planting apparently 
■- hasn't been as good os thc.deportment... 
had hoped, although dispem! and usually 
difficult censusing conditions made it 
hard to keep an accurate account of herd 
production. 

"We believe we arc at least holding our 
own or better,” says Smith.

ANCHORAGE (AP) — An '

The Alaska Wildlife, Alliance' 
wrote Fish' and Game Commissioner; 
'Carl Rbsic'rlthat it bclicvcs 'the^ 
controversial wolf-hunting practice,'', 
also known as .land-and-shbor,^- 
violates federal and state law.,

Ken Pitcher, Fish and Game 
management coordinator for wildlife 
conservation, in Anchorage, said he 
had not seen the group's letter. 

He said the courts have not tested 
whether same-day airborne wolf 
hunting is illegal, but he said the 
board decided to ban the practice in 
part because of that question; 

"It is a concern of the board and a 
number of law enforcement officers, 
and it’s one of the rcnsons (thc 
board) went that dircctionj*’ Pitcher 
said. ' ■ 


The ban was part of a larger wolf 
management plan approved by the 
at its fall meeting. 

Same-day airborne hunting was 
outlawed as a hunting practice, but 
the state still will allow it in certain 
instances to control wolf numbers. 

The ban goes into effect July 1, 
after the current wolf-hunting season 
ends at the end of April. 

Pitcher said the board’s regulatory 
decisions typically don't become 
effective until the next regulatory 
year; He said it would take an 
emergency. order to end same-day 
airborne hunts. 


SODA SPRINGS (AP) —The state 
plans to close two streams feeding the 
Bear River to fishing for the coming 
two years to help save the rare 
Bonneville cutthroat trout. 

But Fish and Game Dcpariment 
fisheries biologist John Heimcr said 
the closures on Preuss and Giraffe 
creeks and their tributaries is only i>art 
of any plan to rwtorc the Bonneville 
cutthroat populations. 

During a public hearing in Soda 
Springs, Heimcr urged local residents 
to endorse redesignation of the creeks 
as stream segments^hat should be 
monitored under the state’s water 
quality laws. 

“Hopefully in the future with this 


designation, we’II still have fish in the 
streams, and you guys who are 
formers will still have topsoil on your 
fields.” 

His said the Bear River Bas.in 
contains excessive amounts of sjlt 
from runoff and crop irrigation renm; 
flcTws as well as pollution generated 
livestock grazing in the streambed. 

Persistent drought has reduced the:

further limiting their ability. to dilute; 
ony pollution. 

Unless the water quality improves, 
Heimcr said, the Bonneville cutthroat 
could become eligible for drastic 
intervention measures under the 
federal Endangered Species Act.

BOISE - In a decision releared Wednesday, the Co-art of 
Appeals upheld a 15-yeor minimum prison term ordered 
for a Minidoka County -man who pleaded guilty to 
kidnapping a 5-yeor-oId boy and sexually abusing him. 

Howard Lee Estes pleaded guilty to kidnapping in 
exchange for having a lewd conduct charge dismissed. His 
appeal argued that q,. sentence of 15 years to life was 
unnecessarily harsh. 

■ A psycholo^t testified that Estes was a pedophile of the 
type most likely to re-offend if released, but he mi^it be 
treated with a drug that lowers his tcstbstcrohc level. - 


The Court of Appeals, in a decision written by Judge

Roger Swanstrom, agreed with District Judge

Dubuque has about 57,000 white 
citizens, just 331 black citizens, and j 
one thing more; 

A serious racial problem. 

Since July 3. there have been sev- 
en reported cases of cross burnings 
at schools, porks and residences — 
the most recent one uiking place lost 
' week outside a black family’s 
home. 

Since this past summer, there 
have been at least eight instances of 
-racial -slogans^-.-i:KKK- Li ves-ond- 
“No niggers” — painted on schp.ol 
buildings. On Oct. 24, lOcitv^bdlice 


officers patrolled the' halls of 
Dubuque. Senior High School to 
defuse tensions after a fight be- 
tween black and w|iite students. 

“It reminds me of the images of 
the 1930s in the South, the ‘Missis- 
sippi Burnings’ and movies like that 
come to mind." said Paul Werger of 
Iowa City, a bishop of the Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran Church in America. 
“You say. ‘Not here in River City.’ 
Wc’rc past that, arc wc not?” 

Evidently not. says Charles Aze- 
bcokhai. chairman of Dubuque’s . 
Human Rights Committee. He says 
the town's very whiteness breeds 
racism. 

"It sho%vs that here, you have pco- 
' pic ... who do not know any difier- 
cm. who have not had any opportu- 
nity to associate with the other peo- 
ple and their cultures. They have 
been sheltered all along,” he said. 

“But all this is wrong. The real 
reason for these problems is deep 
down racism, wanting to keep 
Dubuque as white as it can be,” said 
the Nigerian-bom Azebeokhai. who 
moved here from Salt Lake City 
about five months ago. 

Others point to economics. 
Dubuque's* unemployment ’rate 
soared to 10 percent in August, 
highest in a state which had -an 
overall rate of 4.7 percent, accord- 
ing to the Iowa Department qf Em- 
ployment Services. 

A flashpoint came this spring, 
when a task force approved a “con- 
structive integration plan” to attract 
20 minority families a year for five 
years. 

Some whiles ' sec the plan as a 
threat to their jobs, .This.is., primarily:,

employed in the meat packing and 
, construction machinery industries at 
John Deere and FDL Foods. 

“^cy want to bring 100 minori- 
ties in' and we just don’t' have the 
jobs for those people. If they want 
to move here, they should move 
here on their own,” said Tom Mc- 
Dermott. 24, a laid off construction 
worker. • 

“It would be nice for them not to 
even come in. Dubuque’s been pret- 
-ty-much a-whitetown,-and-il-s been- 
a nice little town," he said. "They’re 
to bring them in and there’s 


going to be all sons of problems. 

McDermott, his brother Bill and 
about 20 other whites sav they want 
to start a chapter of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
White People, the organization 
founded by former Ku Klux Klan 
member David Duke. 

“Everybody is trying to say we’re 
racisu^-said Bill Carpenter. ''18. 
“Wc’rc just trying to stick up for the 
whites. It seems like every time you 
stick up for the whites, ' you get 
. called a racist. It ain’t fair, you 
know? You get hammered." 

Two years ago. Carpenter placed 
a burning cross carved with the 
words "KKK lives" next to a black 
couple’s garage. He says he did it 
because his girlfriend was harassed 
by a group of blacks while walking 
home. 

No one was injured, but the 
garage caught fire and Carpenter 
was convicted of second-degree ar- 
son. He spent 17 months in prison. 

"I am not racist. 1 have black 
friends,’’ Carpenter said. “1 know if 
you. bum a cross, it doesn't look 
good. But you've got to get atten- 
tion somehow.” 

Michacl'Llghtfoot Jr.. I9. said he 
burned a cross at Dubuque Senior 
High School the night of July 3 af- 
ter he witnessed a fight between 
blacks and whites at a Taco John's 
restaurant. 

“When the cops came, they heard 
- both sides of the story and they just 
let the black guys go.” he said. "I 
really wanted to stick up for the 
white race because of reverse 
racism.”'

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Iraq’s progress on A-bomb seen inspiring others

Iraq, it seemed, had been trying to 
whip up enough enriched uranium

- calutron;

tainly preposterous. Sure, the ca- 
lutron had been a mainstay nearly a 
half-century earlier in the Manhattan

A few days later the^snickering 

- - stopped. Fuither word showed that 
' ' Iraq’s old jalopy had been souped up 

with the latest in computer technolo- 
gy and precision equipment. Instead 
" of being five to 10 years away from 

• building a nuclear weapon, as the 

• U.S. had estimated before the Per- 
sian Gulf war. U.N. inspectors con- 
cluded that Iraq was only a year 

’away. 

But even more worrisome was 
this: Some authorities think the Iraqi 
■' exercise will provide an example for 
■ other' countries aspiring to join the 
exclusive nuclear arms club. 

“1 think we have to wory now 
' that the North Koreans mi^t try 
this, and the Iranians," said Leono^ 
"Spector, senior associate of the 
Carnegie Endowment for lntema- 
'• tionai Peace, and a leading authority 
oirnuclear proliferation. 

Spcctor made that remark in an in- 
terview several weeks ago, and it 
-• proved prophetic later when U.S, of- 
ficials confirmed that Iron now op- 
pears to be working on its own ca- 
lutrons, apparently with help from 
' : China. 

" The calutron surprise is one of 

• many lessons learned from the dis- 
' " montling of the Iraqi nuclear pro- 
■ • gram. Experts around the world ore 

now assessing the blind spots that- 

- allowed much of the Iraqi program 

- to remain hidden. They are also pon- 
'* dering anew which countiy might be 

next in line to build a bomb, and 
' they aria- scrambling to find better

Iraq's nuclear program probably 
began in the mid 1970s, but the im- 
petus for its expansion came in 1981 
when low-fiying Israeli jcis in a sur-; 
prise raid destroyed the Osirak nu- 
clear reactor, the ccntcrpiccc of the 
Iraqi program. 

Iraq then redoubled its efforts, and 
recent U.N. inspections have shown 
that by the time the -war began in 
January, Iraq was working to enrich 
uratiium at least three' wajfs: with the 
surprising caluirons, which extract 
high-grade uranium from lesser stuff, 


by using large electromagnets! with 
centrifuges, which whirl high-grade 
uranium out of gases in high-speed 
cylinders; and by chemical extrac-' 
tion. 

The Iraqis were also working on 
an implosion technique used to set 
olT a chain reaction in a nuclear 
weapon,, and a missile program to 
corry the weapon to its target. 

Because of the Osirak setback, 
Iraq’s drive • for secrecy was as 
strong as its drive for success. The 
countiy hoodwinked the world’s 
most sophisticated spy satellites and 
intelligence networks.

A report lost July by Cameron

man companies, for example, H iSr'H 
Metalform GmbH, allegedly, deliv- 
ered special machinery to Iraq used 
in uranium enrichment, and report . 
cdly agreed to establish a manufac'^ 
luring plant in Iraq. The German 
government is investigating. 

Iraq also got U.S. help, particular- 
ly in electronics, though many docu- 
mented transactions were sales to 
European companies, which in turn 
sold to Iraq or to dummy corpora- 
tions set up by Iraq. A study by Mil- 
hollin found that the Department of 
Commerce licensed the export of 
more than S1.5 billion worth of 
“sensitive items" to Iraq. Much of it 
was the sort of “dual use" item capa- 
ble of helping make nuclear 
weapons or long-range missiles. 

Pending legislation in both houses 
of Congress would tighten U.S. ex- 
port controls, and the 26-nation Nu- 
clear Supplier Group is dickering 
over its own resirietions. But the 
Commerce Department opposes 
such control, saying it is none of 
Congress’ business. 

But the U.S. also contributed 
know-how and education. In 1989. 
for example, three Iraqi scientists at- 


tended an Oregon symposium on ex- 
plosives technology, which included 
the sort of information necessary to 
detonate a nuclear weapon. ’Their 
participation was supposed to have 
been screened by the government, 
which could~hayc prcvented“thcm"~ 
from attending, but it wasn’t. .' 

Even if tighter export controls are 
adopted, the Iraq experience showed 
there will always be rogue suppliers 
^1 from'among ihe.world’s nine nations 
with nuclear arms capability. 

China, which has never signed the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty, 
has long been cited os a culprit.

Under U.S. low -at the time, offi- 
cers who held higher ranks during 
wartime reverted to their peacetime 
ranks when they retire. After 
World War II. Congress passed a 
law to honor milita^ officers who 
served in the conflict by allowing 
them to retire at the highest grade 
held while on active duly. In the 
war. Rear Admiral Kimmel had 
been an admiral, and Major General 
Short a lieutenant general. 

Kimmel and Short were the only 
U.S. military officers who were not 
elevated to their former ranka fol- 
lowing passage of the bill by 
Congress.

The Pentagon responded in Au- 
gust 1991 to an earlier letter from 
the Admiral Nimitz Foundation' in 
August, saying, "Wc understand and 
sympathize with the strong feelings 
oftheir families and supporters. Un- 
fortunately, wc cannot on that basis 
alone recommend to the President 
that he initiate such an action."

The memorial, dedicated in 1962. 
is one. of Hawaii's tup tourist 
attractions. It was designed as an 
open bridge over the ship, dipping in 
the middle to symbolize* the initial 
defeat and raising at the ends as a 
symbol of thc ewniual victory. 

The entryway contains the ship's 
bell. At the opposite end is the 
shrine room where the names of 
those who died oii board are 
engnixed on a marble wall. 

All open vvell allou's visitors to 
drop lloral tributes on the waters 


covering the ship. In recent years,, 
some of the 330 crewmembers who 
escaped death that day have returned 
to join their shipmates — upon their 
deaths, their ashes have been 
scattere d here . ^ 

■1‘Hc American flag flics from a 
pole attached to the ship's ’severed 
mainmast, a few feet from the 
foundation of the No. 3 gun turret, 
the only part of the ship that 
protrudes from the water. Oil still 
seeps from the sunken ship, casting 
rainbow hues on the water. 

There arc other things to see here, 
of course. The visitor center includes 
a small museum. giR shop, theaters 
and the landing for shuttle boats to 
the memorial. The Arizona's anchor 
stands aguin.st a wall at the entrance. 

From the back lawn, the memorial 
can be seen about a half-mile away. 
At the edge of the water, a new 
circular memorial bears the names 
•of the 1.300 other military.personnel 
and civilians killed in the attack. 

In groups of 150. visitors board a 
Navy-operated shuttle for the five- 
minute ride to the memorial. The 
shuttle passes 'Ihe "Battleship Row” 
mooring blocks along Ford Island, 
where some of the 90 ships in the 
harbor Avcrc berthed that Sunday 
morning, helpless- against the 


onslaught. Six members of the Pearl 
Harbor survivors association arc 
among the National Park Service 
volunteers who help guide tours and 
give informal talks. 

“Wc warn to give them a^liltlc 
'living hrstory.” said Bob Kmzlcr, 
who was a 19-ycar-old infantryman 
at Schofield Barracks, a central 
Ouhu Army base lhal also was 
bombed'during the attack. 

Morgan tells visitors of his 
experiences as a 19-ycar-old 
Navyman. As the attack unfolded, 
he was on Ford Island. in the middle 
of Pearl Harbor, manning a gun on a 
patrol bomber. 

Morgan, now a retired Baptist 
minister, said the attack left him 
with anger and hatred toward Japan, 
feelings that stayed with him for 
many years. But he tells his. 
audience that, his attitude changed in 
1956 aficr he met Miisuo Fuchida. 
the man who led the Japanese air 
attack and later became a Christian. 
Fuchida had come to Hawaii for a 
visit. 

“1 listened to him and he 
apologized.” Morgan said. "I 
realized then I could forgive him and 
the Japanese people. We shook 
hands not ns fonner enemies but us 
brothers in Christ.”

Japanese attack prompted famedFpR spge^ 


Message to Congress on Dec. 8, 1941, asked for war declaration

Here is the. text of President 
-Franklin'D.-RooscveltVmessage" 
to Congress following Japan’s 
surprise attack on Pearl Harton 
To the Congress of the United 
States: 


Yesterday, Dec, 7, 1941 — a 
date which will live in infamy — 
the United States of America was 
“suddwly arrd~3elibera(cly aP” 
tacked by naval and air forces of 
- the Empire of Japan. 

The United States v^as at peace 
with that nation and, at the solici- 


tation of Japan, was still in con- 
versation with the government 
and its emperor looking toward 
■lhe"mainieriailce^t peace in the 
Pacific. 

Indeed, one hour after Japanese 
air • squadrons had commenced 
bombing in Oahu, the Japanese 


ambassador to the United States 
and his colleagues delivered to 
the Secretary of State a formal re- 
■pl^o a recent“AnwricanTmeSr' 



sage. While this reply stated that 
it seemed useless to continue the 
existing diplomatic negotiations, 
it contained no threat or hint of 
war or aimed attack. . 

It will be recorded that the dis- 
tance of Hawaii from Japan 
makes- it obvious that the attack • 
was deliberately planned many ; 
days or even weeks ago. During 
the inte rvening t ime, the 
“JflpancS5"govcmment has deliber- 
ately sought to deceive the Unit- 
ed States by false statements and 
expressions of hope for continued 
peace. 

The attack yesterday on the. , 
Hawaiian islands nas caused se- 
vere da mage to American naval 
^d' ‘military forces, very many 
American lives have been lost. In 
addition. - American ships have 
been reported torpedoed on the 
high seas between San Francisco 
and Honolulu.

NEW YORK (AP) — Like a version of the Japanese

Fifty years after the Pearl Harbor bombing drew , 
America into Worid War II, Japanese schoolbooks have- 
broken a long silence on the subject — biit rarely with 
more than a paragraph or two. j 

American texts, by contrast, have routinely featured 
lengthy, bloody accounts of Pearl Harbor, containing 
words like ‘‘dastardly”.and "sneaky."

She says the retreat is not mental 
illness nor disease, it is 8imply 
survival. 

Fell said, in old age. people can 
survive through hindsight. When 
eyes fail, they see with- the mind's

■memory andTriehds die.' 


They, restore the past to relive 
good lim'e's and resolve the bad in 
this final struggle for peace. 

The workshops will teach the 
validation worker to tune into the 
disoriented person's inner world.

In turn, the 
sirenglli reduces stress and gives 
well-being and happiness to the

Instructors teach 

the mind as well

Inhaling thumbtacks? -A tennis 
player’s gracefully arcing 
■backhand?Thc 'still pond'of the ■ 
Zen mind? What do those abstract 
notions have to do with good 
skiing? . 

Plenty, if you ask Peter 
.Forsthuber, director of the. ski 
school at Sugarbush Ski Resort in 
Warren, Vl. 

Forsthuber and his mountain 
minions, employ a wealth of 
oddball techniques to help skiers 
break through mental and physical 
barriers that may hinder their 
progression in the sport. 

Were you to chart the 
developing prowess of a skier, or 
any athlete, the resulting graph 
would look more like a staircase 
than a smoothly inclining line. 
Growth comes in fits and starts. 
TTiere is improverhent. then a swll, 
or-plaicau. bcforc-thc next spurt of- 
growth. 

. The trouble for many skiers is 
this: Once they reach a point where 
they confidently make strong 
parallel turns on intermediate 
• terrain, they stop progressing. 
Maybe they ski only a few days 
each year, maybe they’re out of 
shape, or maybe it’s just a healthy 
fear of face plants. But the result is 
the same. Whenever they hit a 
supcr-stccp slope or contemplate a 
mog ul minefield, air automatic. 


sclf-implanlcd alarm soundTifniiclr 
cerebral cortex: You can’t do it. 

Using techniques drawn from 
"The Inner Game of Tennis." 
Sugarbush’s ihrcc-day Centered 
Skiing workshop teaches skiers to 
integrate mind and body to 
strengthen confidence and 
heighten ski sense. 

Sugarbush instructors, with their 
talk of energy fields, visualization 
and scif-imposed psychologipl 
limitations, often sound a bit like 
high priests of the New Age. 

"Students always think it's a 
little bi| voodoo." says Forsthuber 
in his Austrian-accented English. 

Soon, they learn the instructors 
arc drawing from the well of sport, 
with techniques from the martial 
arts, rooiball. golf and tennis. "We 
compare a lot of our maneuvers to 
other sports — it all has to do with 
movement 'from the center." ’ 


Consider a linebacker dodging 

l opponent, Forsthuber says. His 
hip is to the inside. His weight 
rests on the outside leg. The upper 
body is upright, and the eyes 
locked on the destination. JusLlikc.. 
a skier making a turn. "You put 
skis and poles on this guy and he 
would look like (skiing great) Phil 
Mahrc." 

But before the easy analogies to 
other sports, before even slapping 
on the skis, the workshop begins 
in the imagination. "In their heads, 
students compile a list of 
everything they hope to get out of 
the workshop. Better skills in the 
bumps maybe, or a stronger left- 
hand turn, perhaps an improved 
pole plant. 

Then they fold up their 
imaginary list and. loss it into the 
fireplace. "Tlie idea is to get rid of 
all their expectations, and to see 
the absurdity of their desire. Then, 
wc start with an empty clip.” ' 

- - Zen providcs-lhc-inspiration..for_ 
such exercises. Devoid of 
expectations, students progress 
much more quickly, Forsthuber 
says. 

Students then might be asked to 
imagine they arc ' inhaling 
thumbtacks. The mind rebels at 
the thought, and the body tenses 

— just as It might when you’re 
faced with u challenge you believe 
is beyond your ability. In such a 
way. skiers learn how negative 
thought affects their physical 

-beingv-how-tho-mind-prevems — I 
them from reaching the peak of 
their ability. 

"Most people psychologically 
have a barrier about being able to 
perform a task if they don’t trust 
themselves to be able to do it," 
Forsthuber says. 

To build confidence in 
developing skiers. Forsthuber 
encourages them to visualize 
skiing in perfect form. If they can 
see it, they can do it, he says. 

Then it's out to the mountain, 
where Centered Skiing instructors 
break the mechanics of skiing into ' 
its smallest components. They 
commonly ^evote two hours lo 
analyzing and dissecting the 
movements required to initiate a 
turn, two hours to the proper use 
of ski poles, two hours to flexing 
and extending the legs when 
skiing the bumps, etc.

Most skiers dosh.a few hun- 
dred yar^ arid stop, Johnson said. 

' Like Olympic athletes, ordinary', 
skiers really need strength to control 
their speed, Johnson said. A typical 
health club should-.have the equip- 
ment needed to do it. he said. 

“I’d recomincnd for the neophyte 
that they use- machines,’' he said. 
“Ibe more advanced can use free 
wei^ts. That’s what we use for our 
athletes.” 

-• By limiting the range of motion, 
machines reduce the risk of injury 
from twisting the .wrong way and 
putting too much strain on the 
wrong area. But many athletes swear 
by free weights, saying the greater 
-range of motion lets them tailor their- 
workouis. 

Either way, a Skier should spend a 
lot of lime working his legs. John- 
son said. 

“The leg press is perfect." he said. 
Calf and toe raises also are impor- 
tant. because they can develop mus- 
cles that . reach the front of your 
. shins, he said. 

The crouch position of skiing 
makes it Important to have good 
control of your abdominal and trunk 
muscles. Johnson' said. For these, he • 
-recommends— doily— crunches— and— 
back hyperextensions. 

The abdominal crunch is a safer 
situp — it gives you. stronger abs 
with far less risk of back , injury. To 
do the crunch properly, roll your 
shoulders off the floor and rotate 
your trunk, Johnson said. To do a 
baek hyperextension, lie on your 
back and try to raise your trimk off 
the floor by.arehirig' the muscles 
along your spine, he said. 

' Aerobics has d place in Alpine 
skiing, Johnson said.

MOSCOW (AP) — While ordi- 
nary Muscovites spent a frosty 
weekend waiting in line to buy bread 
and vodka, the city’s upper crust 
nibbled on canapes and enjoyed the 
Western rite known as the arrival of 
the Beaujolais Nouveau. 

More than 400 • bottits of the 
young red wine were airlifted to 
Moscow in recent days for-thrcc ho-,-~ 
tels that put on lavish uncorking cel 
cbralions. 

It’s a far cry from the tens of thou- 
sands of coses France exports to oth- 
er wine-loving countries anxious to 
snifT and sip the first of the 1991 
vintage. But it’s the most ever im- 
ported here, where determined 
oenophiles used to have to hand-car- 
ry precious bottles back from Fran w 
after the official release on the ihird- 
Thursday of November. 

"We wanted to show; to the inter- 
national holcl-rcstauront busiiicM 
that everything is possible in 
Moscow, that we are a part of the 
world community of hotels, said 
Markku Wahlberg of Finland, the 
assistant general— imanager of. the 
Savoy HotcL . 

The Savoy introduced Beaujolais 
Nouveau last year and was joined 
this year by two other hotels catering 
almost exclusively to foreigners and 
Soviets with foreign currency. 

The Pullman-Iris Hotel, a French- 


Soviet joint venture, feted the wine's 
arrival Friday with an Alsatian buf- 
fet featuring pig’s feet, baked ham 
and poached dumplings known os 
quenelles. 

The $36 ticket included as many 
carafes of the slightly chilled, ruby- 
red wine as guests could drink. 

The .Moscow-Acrostar Hotel, al- 
rcad^populai^for-having the only 
Moscow restaurant that serves fresh 
Nova Scotia lobster on weekends, 
offers a free plate of hors d'oeuvros 
with every glass of Beaujolais Nou- 
veau purchased — as if any incen- 
tive were needed. 

Foreigners bailed the arrival of the 
wine, made ftom the first- grapes of 
the season from France’s Beaujolais 
region. 

But the hullabaloo of racing the 
wine from vineyard to airport to' 
wine cellar was somewhat baffling 
to Soviets facing a bleak winter of 
empty store shelves, food shortages, 
rationing and higher prices.
